It is usually found to be the case in public 


life quite. as much as in the commercial or 
professional world that the men who make 
the greatest successes are those who have 
had the best training. Statesmen do not. 
achieve the capacity for government as a 
‘man makes a fortune on the stock exchange. : 
‘There is scarcely to be conceived an occupa- | 
tion in Iife which requires more constant 
training than that of the public man who 
devotes himself seriously to the work. It 
is alwgys found to be true that experience 
‘In miffdr positions followed by executive 
administration in different branches of tire 
public service is necessary to’ the complete 
equipment of any public servant called toe 
high office requiring extraordinary capaci- 
ty. Trading .out the career of Mr. Hay, one 
finds this particularly true. His public train- 
ing, from his earliest manhood until he was 
called to the responsible position he had filled 
with such credit to himself and his coun- 
try, has been a series of steps leading him 
gradually upward and onward in the public 
service. | 
Most people are apt to forget that the sa- 
gacious diplomat received his earllest train- 
ing under no less @ person than Abraham 
Lincoln himself, and.during a time which 
not only tried men’s souls, but which brought 
out in extremely young mien the best that was 
in them. One had only to read Mr. Hay’s at- 
| tractive history of the Lincoln administra- 
tion to.see how much there was happening, 
aside from the fortunes of war, which re- 
quired an acute knowledge of foreign frela- 
tions, and which involved the most delicate 
| management on the part of President Lin- | 
coln and his associates to avoid embroilment 
} with Europe at a time when we were en- 
gaged in the bitter fight for our own ex- 


* 

The possibility of active British recogni- 
tion of the confederacy, the Alabama affair, 
the constant negotiations with the leaders 
of the insurgent states, and similar episodes 
were a rough and ready school of diplomacy 
such as but few public men have ever at- 
tended. Lineoln and Seward must have 
dione a great deal in fashioning the receptive 
mind of the future secretary of state to a 
proper appreciation of the magnitude and the 
delicacy of governmental operations. | 

Furthermore, this civil war experiencé was 
by no means confined to the desk and the 
office. Lincoln's young secretary early de- 
veloped an almost intuitive capacity for ob- 
serving and reporting upon men and events 
with accuracy and honesty. The president 
trusted his secretary to an extraordinary de- 
gree and sent him out along the battle lines 
to report upon campaigns, upon men, and 
‘upon the general conduct of the army. — 

It was in this capacity that Hay served as 
the personal adjutant of the president of the 
United States and later on became definitely 
assigned to the staff of one great general 
after another, retiring from the war with the 
well earned title of brevet colonel of United 
States volunteers and assistant adjutant 
general. | 

With Lincoln dead and the war ended John 
Hay found his natural home in the diplo- 
‘matic service. He wae nominally secretary 
of the legation at Paris, but im point of fact. 
he frequently acted as minister at that time, 
and, in spite of his comparative youth and 
the fact that his Paris work was in the 
crucial period between the American; civil 
war and the great conflict between France 
and Germany, he there and then lai@ the 
foundation of his diplomatic reputation, The 
secret files of the state department, if they 
could be published today, would show the 
extraordinary grasp upon the details of 
European politics which the young Ameri- 


| can diplomat demonstrated during the first 


few years of his foreign career. His subse- 
quent services at Vienna still. further fitted 
him for a complete understanding of the 
intricacies of the diplomatic. game as it was 


‘One of the things in the life of John Hay 
which this country could least afford to*have 
missed, from several different points of view, 
was his life in Spain. He had resigned from 
the Vienna post and returned home for a. 
short time, but was immediately appointed 
secretary of legation at Madrid and lived in 
the Spanish capital for two years, Next to 
Washington Irvigg, another brilliant man of 
letters, Mr. Hay succeeded better than any 
one-.else in gtvi a’ vivid and. truthful 
picture of Span life and manners. His

But it was not at all as a literary episode 
that Mr. Hay’s Spanish experience was des- 
tined to become: so immensely valuable to 
his country, but because it was subsequent- 
ly to serve him in understanding Spanish 
diplomatic .methods. He came back to 
America from Madrid, dropped ‘out of the 
diplomatic service altogether, and devoted 
his attention to literature. He was an ex- 
tremely graceful and sometimes a forceful 
writer. For five years he held an editorial 
desk on the New York Tribune, and cement- 
ed there the friendship with Whitelaw Reid 
which continued to the end. He was fre- 
quently left in entire charge of the editorial 
department of the Tribune, which then pos- 
sessed extraordinary influence in the coun- 
ells of the republican party and the nation. 
In this way Mr. Hay was again put closely 
‘fn touch with the current of public opinion 
in America, and it became his daily duty 
to assimilate the news of the world, thus 
‘still further fitting him for the important 
post to which he was to be called more than. 
two score years later on. 

It was in 1875 that John Hay. returned 
to the central west, where he was born in 
1838. He had married a year before that 
time Miss Clara Stone, a daughter of Amasa 
Stone of Cleveland, and to that city he went 
with her at the conclusion of his editorial 
engagement in New York. His marriage 
relieved him of all financial anxiety, but he) 
was not the man to be idle on that account. 
On the contrary, he participated in the most 
active way in the presidential campaigns 
which resulted in the election of Hayes and 
Garfield and in the unexpected defeat of 
Blaine. 

In the meanwhile he had been repeatedly 
called upon to give the country the benefit of 
his diplomatic training, among other thin 

being assistant secretary of state for nearly 
two years, during which time he became, as 
a matter of necéssity, familiar with the 
ordinary routine machinery of the de- 
partment, a’ Knowledge which later on en- 
abled him to devote his attention to the big 
things.in his office without being hampered 
by unfamiliarity department methods. 


When President' McKinley selected John 
Hay as ambassador to Great Britain there 
was universal commendation of the appoint- 
ment throughout the country. It'was felt 
that he measured up well, that hewas a fitting 
representative of America, and, above all. 
' that he fulfilled the tradition which has sent 
brilliant literary and professional men from 
Washington to the court of 8t. James. . No 
one could have realized that his return to the 
diplomatic service: was but the beginning of 
a great career. Yet. within a year after his 
appointment as arnbassador, in March, 1897, 
relations with Spain had become acute, the 
Maine had been blown up, and Mr. Hay was 
plunged into dipldmatic duties of the most 
delicate character, involving, as they did, 
the secret purchase of munitions of war and 
of armed ships without tnvolving direct vio- 
lation of British nutrality. : 

There was no ofe man, not even our min 
ister at Madrid, who was so closely in touch 
-with the general diplomatic situation of Eu- 
rope as John Hay, Upon him devolved the 
vastly important duty of determining wheth- 
er, in the event of war between the United |

Cervera’s foolishly brave sortie from San- 
tiago harbor just before the fourth of July, 
1£98, practically ended the Spanish war.

From 1898 to 1905 is only eight years as the 
almanac counts time, and yet how full those 
years have been of events of such a character 
as actually to revolutionize the international 
policy of the United States. Dewey's victory 
in Manila bay and the determination of the 
American people, so. readily interpreted by 
President McKinley, to assume the “‘ white 
man’s burden,’ in tHe islande necessitated, 
not a reversal, but an immediate amplifica- 
tion of our previous diplomatic policy. 

It is a long.way*from the Monroe doctrine 
to the open door, and it required extraordi- 
nary genius to force Europe to recognize us 
as a world power, and at the same time to 
avoid the entangling alliances against which 
Washington warned us upon the foundation 
of the republic. Up to that time the most ag- 
‘gressive diplomacy of America. centered 
around the Monroe doctrine itself, and was 
perhaps best exemplified.in Richard Olney’s 
notification to Great Britain that territorial 
steals by European nations on the American 
continent would not be tolerated. The es- 
sence of the Monroe doctrine, however, was. 
concerned in the further policy of noninter- 
ference with the affairs of Europe. From 
the day when Mr. Monroe became secretary 
of state in 1811 until the time of McKinley it 
had been the fashion of American newspa- 
pers and public men to anno e, over and 
over again, that we would! , Hurope alone 
and that Burope must let America alone.

On one occasion President Roosevelt, who 
fully understood the effect of this inheritance 
from the early days of the McKinley admin-

“John, which of the senators do you hate 
most?” 


“The one I have seen last,” said Mr, Hay, 
with characteristic wit, anti this has become 
one of the stock stories of the administra- 
tion. 

During my latest conversation with the

The 
foreign offices of Great Britain and Europe 
have learned to admire the skill and the tact 
displayed by Mr. Hay himeelf. Many of 
his state papers have been modeis of tact 
and exquisite expression. He has coined 
words and phrases which have since become 
current in diplomacy, and he has asserted 
the new American policy with an art not 
generally possessed by public men abroad, 
where literary skill is seldom joined with 
downright statesmanship. | 
* * 


As to individual instances of the modern 
American diplomacy as exemplified by John 
Hay, the files of the department of state are 
burdened with distinct diplomatic triumphs. 
In some cases this success has beeniachieved 
by mere directness of method and by follow- 
ing closely along the lines laid down by dis- 
tinguished Americans who have left their 
impress upon the department. In aimajority 
of instances, however, the individuality of 
Mr. Hay is apparent during the whole course 
of thé negotiations, and to him is personally 
due a large proportion of the triumph. 

- It is likély In the years to come that Secre- 
tary Hay’s reputation as a diplomat will 
generally be assigned to the orient as the 
scene of his most successful operations, In 
this he was not reaching out after new fields 
nor deserting the old American standards of 
noninterference. We had, however, been 
forced by our acquisition of the Philippines 
to take an active interest in the commercial 
and political future of the Chinese and Japa- 
nese markets. Had it not been for'‘our own 
oriental possessions it is more than likely | 
that France, Germany, Great Britain, and 
Russia would have divided up first China 
and then Japan, and thus have cpt us off 
forever from the trade of the orient, of 

we are the natural masters, : 

It was the boxer episode in China in 1900 
which first brought to the front the dominant 
influence of John Hay in oriental affairs. 
During the trying weeks of that awful sum- 
mer, when no one knew whether the diplo- 
mats shut up in Peking were alive or dead, 
it was, Secretary Hay who, more than any 
other chief of a foreign-office, never lost his 
head. Fortunately for all concerned, and 
most happily of all for poor bewildered 
China, Mr. Hay trusted Wu Ting Fang, the 
Chinese minister in Washington. It was 
through him a message was sent to Minister 
Conger and an answer received in the state 
department cipher, thus demonstrating the 
safety to that time of the diplomats and pre- 
venting an invasion of China with fire and 
sword, which, of course, would have resulted 
in the complete dismemberment of the flow- 
ery kingdom. When the allied forces 
marched upon Peking, and when China was 
actually in the hande of foreign troops, it 
was Mr. Hay in person who initiated the 
pacific policy which was afterwards accept- 


ed and who neutralized the bloodthirsty Eu- 


From that day to this influence 
in: China has been successfully exerted not 
to secure territory but to preserve the in- 
‘egrity of the ancient empire. John Hay 
practically invented the open door, and it 
has been hie pertinacious diplomatic wisdom 
which has kept the door. semething more 
than ajar even in time of war involving the 
exterior provinces of the Chinese empire. 
In everything he has done, of course, Mr. 
Hay has followed out this one broad line of 
policy. In spite of sneers and of discourage“. 
ments, he secured a definition of purpose by 
all the great powers. of the world in which, 
although no pledge was exacted, they put 
th ee on their honor to refrain from 
territoMal aggression or from trading upon 
the manifest weakness of China and its con- 
sequent inability to resist extraordinary dip 
lomatic pressure. 

Burope was aghast at the opening of the 
war between Japan and Russia when Mr. 
Hay undertook to limit the sphere of hos- 
tilities and practically to unite the neutral 
nations in a guarantee that CHina should 
not Interfere between the two belligerents, 
and on the other hand that,the two belliger- 
ents should not interfere with China. His use 
of the phrase “ administrative entity was 
a stroke of genius, in a diplomatic way, be- 
cause it defined as nothing previously had 
done, that part of the ancient Chinese 
empire in which the authority of the Peking

- Nothing President Roosevelt did created 
so much confidence as his bmmediate and 
public affiliation with John Hay. Even Mr, 
Roosevelt's bitterest critics felt that so long 
as he retained Hay in the state department 
just so long would he have an adviser at his 
right hand who could be depended upon te 
insist upon wise moderation at home and 
abroad. Furthermore, as secretary of state 
Mr. Hay was heir apparent, and in that way 
assured the people, because they knew that 
if Roosevelt by his impetuosity provoked the 
attack of another assassin, the government 
at Washington would be left in the bends of 
a safe and sane man. This passive confi- 
dence inspired by Mr. Hay’s abstract integ- 
rity and ability had a vast amount to do with 
the speedy adjustment of public sentiment 
to the accession of Theodore Roosevelt te

For it was Count 
Morner's grandfather, Count Charles Otto 
Mérner, to whom the Bernadottes may be 
said to be indebted for their Scandinavian 
sovereignty, i 
Count .Charles Mérner was a4 mere lieuten- 
ant in. the Swedish army and an officer of 
the bodyguard of King Charles XIII., the 


after the death of Prince Christian of Hol- 
stein, he was dispatched by his roya! master 
with a letter to Emperor Napoléon at Paris. 
Owing to the childleseness of Charles XIII. 
the Swedish legislature had elected Prin 

| Cbi*tstian of Holstein as heir apparent, and 
Chr stian’s sudden demise, coupled with the 
incapacity and weakness of Charles XIII., 
rendered it necessary to elect immediately 
another heir apparent, capable of assuming 
the regency in the event of any emergency. 
The choice of the king fell upon the duke of 
Augustenburg, and the letter which he ad- 
dressed to Napoleon was for the purpose of 
sounding ‘him: about the matter, 

Young Count Mirner, aware of the extreme 
unpopularity, of the duke of Augustenburg 
throughout Sweden and of his incapacity, as 
a general and as a statesman, came to the 
conclusion while on- his way to Paris that the 
duke was wholly unfitted for the Swedish 
crown, and being a yeung man of extraor- |

views Mérner succeeded in getting confirmed 
by other distinguished Swedes then at Paris, 
notably by Count Wrede, and thereupon 
MOGrner suggested to the emperor how im- 
measurably preferable it would be for his 


as crown prince at Stockholm, thereby estab- 
‘lishing a French point of vantage and 
stronghold at the entrance to the Baltic. 
He likewise added that inasmuch as Berna- 
dotte was personally known to a large num- 
ber of Swedish officers, who had been brought 
into contact with him as prisoners of war, he 
would prove persona gratissima in Sweden. 
Napoieon did not like Bernadotte. He was 
jealous of him, especially of his military 
genius. But Mérner and his friends, and 
Bernadotte and his own numerous adherents, 
played their cards so well that Napoleon 
found it difficult to resist t influences 
brought to bear upon him, and without giv- 
ing any written answer to the king he per- 
mitted Mirner to return to Stockholm, where 
the Meutenant communicated, alike to the 
king and to the political leaders averse to 
the candidature of the duke of Augustenburg, 
that the latter was obnoxious to Napoleon 
and to France, and that his election would be 
equivalent to bringing down the wrath of the 
great emperor upon the head of Sweden. He 
likewise intimated that the" emperor ‘had 
suggested Marsha] Bernadotte as a suitable 
candidate for ae ny of crown prince. 


The upshot of the dines was that when 
the election was held not long afterwards the 
eandidature of the duke of Augustenburg 
was defeated by an overwhelming majority 
and a vote passed tendering the heir ap- 
parentship to the crown .to Bernadotte. 
When, however, the delegates of the king and 
of the Swedish legislature arrived at Paris to 
notify Bernadotte of his election, there was 
a moment when. the scheme of young 
Count fire, r Napoleon sud- 
denly became suspicious at he had been 
used for an intrigué and 4) it his name had 
been employed without ‘us permission to 
bolster up the candidaturc of Bernadotte, 

For several days he withheld his permis- 
sion to Bernadotte to accept the proffered 
dignity,; and it was not until the marshal 
impressed him with assurances of his loyal- 
ty and.wound up with the exclamation: 
“ Would you make me greater than yourself 
by having me decline the offer of a throne ?’’ 
that Napoleon at length gave way, and en- 
abled the soldier who had risen from the ranks 
and who was the son of a Pyrenean peasant 
to become crown prince of Sweden and | 
eventually king of er and Sweden. 


There are few more ‘extraordinary romances 
than this in the history of old world royalty. 
and it may be of interest to recall in connec- 
tion therewith that Bernadotte’s wife, 
Queen Desirée of Sweden, was the daughter 
of a Marseilles stock broker, and had been 
jilted. by Emperor Napoleon on the eve of 
/the date set for her marriage to him, also 
‘that Bernadotte had been one of the soldiers 
on duty around the scaffold on the occasion ¢ 
of the execution of Louis XVI. and Queen: 
Marie Antoinette, while on his right arm 
was tattooed a-large Phrygian cap, a guil- 
totine, and the words “ death to the ty- 
rants,” a fact which was only discovered 
after his death and which served to explain 
why the king (who it may be remembered 
had turned upon Napoleon and joined his 
enemies) would never consent to bare his 
right arm when his physicians found it neces- 
sary to bleed 

Bernadotte possessed little sense of grati- 
tude. As I have just stated he kept none of 
his pledges to Emperor Napoleon, nor to 
France. He treated his popular wife with 
the most shameful neglect, continually sub- 
jecting her to slurs.in connecton with her 
bourgeois birth in cheerful forgetfulness of 
his own peasant origin, and abstained from 
bestowing any reward upon Count Mérner, to 
whom he owed his sehen 


The Morners, who, ein the eighteenth 
century played a great role in Swedish and: 
Norwegian history, haye now abandoned 
Sweden altogether; have ‘established their 
home in Germany, where they have secured 
letters of naturalization and enrollment on 
the roster of the Prussian nobility. This 
expatriation followed a most sensational 
tragedy, which occurred about twelve years 
age at Stockholm, when Count John Mirner 
was tried for the murder of his brother Bror. 
The latter was found one morning dead in 
shis bed with two bullet wounds in his head 
“and by his side on the und a revolver, 
identified as belonging to Count 

ohn 

John, when placed on trial, gave the fol- 
lowing story. by way of explanation of 
the tragedy. He declared that he had called 
upon his brother Bror for the purpose of ask-: 
ing him for a loan of money in order to pay 
a pressing debt of honor that permitted of 
no delay, and that he had brought his re- 
volver along with him-for the purpose of 
blowing out his own brains in the event of his 
being unable to obtain the funds. 

He added that on his elder brother declin- 
ing to accede to his request he had en- 
deavored to execute his intentions, where- 
upon Bror had jumped upon him for the pur- 
pose of preventing him from accomplishing 
his suicide, and that in the struggle which 
followed for the possession of the revolver 
the latter had gone off accidentally, inflict- 
ing a wound on the head of Bror. The latter, 
he declared, had suffered such*intense agony 
from the pain that he had entreated John to 
put him out of his misery by a second shot. 
John naturally declined, but admits that he 
banded his brother the pistol, which was 
thereupon discharged for a second time, on 
this occasion with fatal effect. There are 
some people at Stockholm who do not hesi- 
tate to assert that John himeelf fired the 
second shot in deference to his brother's” 
anguished appeals. The appearance of the 
wounds and their cHaracter seemed to bear 
out John’s story, and this, together with the 
tremendous influence wielded by his family 
tin Sweden, led to his acquittal of any crim- 
inal intent. It was shortly after this that 
the Mérners, borrifiéd by the notoriety in 
connection with this sensational tragedy, 
left Sweden and established themselves in 
Germany.

POSTAL BUSINESS IS GROWING. 


Year Just Closed Shows $1,082,818 
Increase for Chicago Office Over | 


Preceding Twelve Months. 


According to the report of PF. 
BE. Coyne Chicago’s postal business in the 
last fiscal year has increased $1,082,818 over 
the business of last year. This record, the 
postmaster says, is merely a‘ mile stone in 
the records yet to be made by the Chicago 
office. 

The clerks maintained the eight houra day 
schedule and worked on an average of but 
one Sunday in five for the entire year, Gespite 
the great increase of business. 

The postal business for the year ended 
June 30, 1905, was $11,590,578; and for the 
year ended June 30, 1904, it was $10,516,760, 
showing an increase “of 10/29 per cent in 
postal business. In the fiscal year just closed 
120,740,458 more pieces of mafl were handjed 
than in the preceding year, an increase of 
12.86 per cent. f

George Bernard Shaw has heretofore been 
the only novelist, we believe, to make a hero 
out of a prize fighter, but now comes Jack 
London, who is not afraid of anything, and 
dees the same, with this difference: You 
were never certain that Shaw meant his hero 
seriously, while there fg no doubt at all in. 
Mr. London's case. 

“ THE GAME ” (Macmillan company, New 
York) is a short story of how Joe Fleming, a 
coming prize fighter, fell In love, and how, for 
her sake, he was going to fight oné last bat- 
tle and then quit the ring. He does so, but 
he quits a dead man, and his sweetheart, 
who to please him had been smuggled into 
the building in a boy’s clothes, sees through 
a peephole her lover get his death blow.

Reviewed by Elia W. Peattic, 
EORG BRANDES has attained to the 
fourth volume of his “Main Cus- 
renta of Nineteenth Century Litera- 
_gture,” and has devoted it to the in- 
teresting theme of “ NATURALISM 
IN ENGLAND.” His classification permits 
him to include in his review Wordeworth, 
Coleridge, Southey, Shelley, Keats, Byron, 
Moore, Campbell, Emmet, and mene a lesser 
man. 
Never was Brandes more delightful. 
What gossip—what knowledge—what com- 
:parisons—what deductions! 
Brandes is not a man to take the English 


point of view in matters literary or moral. 
He holds what may be termed, for con- f 


venience sake, the ideas of the Romance 
countries. He is the disdainful critic of 
the respectable Southey, the passionate de- 
fender of such anarchists as Shelley and 
Byron. When a man’ ceases to feel under 
the necessity of holding a brief for pro- 
priety, he certainly finds himself liberated 
in the matter of lHterary criticism, and 
Brandes is of those who can bring to lit- 
erature the same unmora! attitude that he 
would to painting or to.music.
